denly that it did put out the ſyꝛe:t 
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other at ſirtyrtone ot anague, the

dle, euer one hath his ſeues 

ralf kind of life, and his tate doth 

from enerpse mans eſtate. 

And what hatheaery one bis own 

ſturre in heauen. wherein he map 

teatne whatthallcome vnte him! 
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tome under the whiche he wan 
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Againſt aſtrology iudiciall,” * 
to all them which were bo2ne the 
ſame time that Auguſtus was: 
there woulde haue ben but a lytie 
poꝛtion let him. Whereof J con⸗ 
clude that al þ diuinations which 
haue ben, wer founded nether bp# 
reaſon no2 vpon ſciente. Thei wil 
obien that pet fo2 all that ma ſet 
the trueth by the iſſue . J anflnerce 
that that doeth nathyng ſerue te 
pꝛoue their art lawfull .. But we 
do onely ſtande — — 
that it is a wicked curioſitie and 
repzoued of God: and not whether 
that diuines did ſome times ſape 
true oꝛ no. Truth it is that al wh! 
ch commeth from the Diaill is no 
thing but lies: but God doth often 
tymes ſuffer that theſe deceiners 
do ſay the truth, when-as he ill 
bythis meanes puniſhe the incre- 
dulitie and vnbelefe of the wicked 
Let vs tade fo2 them bothe the er- 
ample of the Sozcerefſe whereof 
Samnell ſpeaketh. Foꝛ that whi- 
ch ſhe ſayde to aul came ſure. to 
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ſhould be deceyued. + .- . | 
But as it is ahozrible and end» 
les labozyngto be wra in all 
the follies and > inþ 
which men do wrap them ſelues 
after that thet haue once let louſe 
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— — fo2 71 that 
thei are once entiſed withone ther 
is no deceite of the deuel ſo greate 
wherein they are not delited ; hut 
tothe entent they myghte make 
their diueliſhe arte to ſeme good, 
thei couer it with the name of a 
lomon as though he had ben a ſo 
terer And ſureip the ſcripture ma⸗ 
keth mencton of þ learning which 
he had in p depe ſecrets ot nature, 
but it dot h not ſay that he was a⸗ 
deuiner. And in very deed wwe fees 
the generall condemnation”; that 
mopſes doth ſo oftene pꝛohounte 
ainſt al them which do occuppe 
this art. Chiefly in theeightenth 
chapter of benteronomie: where it 
is ſaid, joke there be no denſner 
which doth deuine t foztel * — 
be found amongeſt yourno2 obſers 
ner of dais no2 that haith roſperte 
to birdes no wich, no2 conturer; 
ene no; n 
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anitie as if a man wold topne fp28 
and water together. And this 
meruelous matter ᷣ thoſe ot᷑ & 
ſus which bud ben geuen to 

curioſities aCone as thei — 
ued the faith, bꝛent their bokegiag 
&. Luke reciteth in the attes: and 
that ther ſhuld now be men ſd per 
uerſe, p chuld thin ÿᷣ the — 
ge of Jeſus Chꝛiſt ſhuld ſerue th 
fo nothig hut to quicken the ir 
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and that theſe me men are — at 


—— a vain imagination whi⸗ 
ch they haue now concepued that 
berebpö thei wil conſume al their 
ſubſtance. Pet here is tobe noted 
that S.L ſateth not that 412 
wer wicked oz diuiliſhe „b 
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le ſtudies and not to fol — 
rioſities which ſerue foꝛ none a⸗ 
ther ende then to make fooles to 
miſe at them. That lytlet great, 
learned, e bnlearned-map/thinks 
that we are not bozne to the ende, 
that we ſhould octuppe our ſelues 
about vnp2ofitablethinges: but þ 
the ende of our ererciſes ought to 
edifte bothe our ſelues and others 
in the fear of god. And ſurely wht 
one tall well marke the matter: 
who are they that bꝛing vs this er 
ronious and falſe Aſtrologe ſaue 
only either pꝛoude parſons, oꝛ ſpi⸗ 
rites , that ate neuer rontent 02. 
tdle perſones which — 
what ald tatke;ozm what 


they ſhould haue their 
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fe is mougb fo2 the —— to baus 
touched it, and to haue bene buſye 
about it: ann in the meane ſeaſon 
they entangle t wap many pass 
ſoules in they2 deteytes. 

And this is the cauſe wherefoze 
J fa ſaide that we muſt rey men 

clues in moze pꝛokitahle thi 

foz whoſoener: Hal giue 
to fear God t: Wil ſtudy to 
what is his will, e 
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that foal not faile to vſe this 
tauillation fazthey will ſay that 
the one doth not hinder thes other. 
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
